KEY WEST, Flo., Nov. 20.—Ad vices from 


Cuba today by the steamship Whitney 
throw light on the progress of the cam- 
paign of General Weyler against Maceo 
In the province of Pinar del Bio. It would 
appear that there is no truth in the re- 
ports that Weyler will shortly return to1 


Havana, having failed in his operations 
against the insurgents. 


•Want* a Battle. 


It is stated he has no intention of re- 


turning to the capital until he compells 
Macoe to meet him in-pitched battle or 
until he exhausts every effort to do so. 
When last heard from Weyler was mast- 
ing bis forces in order to attack the insur- 
gents. The latter, it fc believed, number 
only 20,000 and are suffering from 
a 


scarcity of provisions, etc. This makes 
Maceo not anxious to meet Weyler, who 
is understood to be at the head of an over- 
whelmingly large force. 


Gomez In IW}-«terjr. 


However, Maceo expects reinforce- 


ments soon from Gomez, who is in com- 
mand of the main body troops. 
Current 


reports from the interior of the island 
some time ago were to the effect that 
Gomez was in the province of Hants. Clara 
and advancing westward toward Matanzos 
in order to enter the province of Havana. 
The do ings of Gomez and the men under 
him at present ore mysterious. 


Troop* Discouraged. 


The last detachment volunteers, con- 


sisting of four battalions, left Havana 
yesterday for the front under the com- 
mand of Colonel Arcoz. Previous to their 
departure they were reviewed by Gen- 
eral Ahnmada, who is now in command 
at Havana. 
According to disinterested 


accounts there was a total lock of war- 
like enthusiasm among the men. 


Troops under these conditions are al- 


ready half whipped and the same may be 
said of a large majority of the raw re- 
cruits sent by Spain to face the well-sea- 
soned and hardened Cubans, who are 
every day buoyed by the feeling that 
Spain is unable to inflict anything like a 
serious defeat upon the insurgent forces.

FIRE IN CLEVELAND, 


Men Overcome by Smoke 


and a Rumor that Some 


Were Killed. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.) 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov., 20.—Fire broke 


out this morning on Superior Btreet in 
Luetkemyer & Co., dealers in wholesale 
and retail hardware. The flames origi- 
nated in the paint deportment and rapidly 
spread to all the floors. The sou of the 
senoir member of the firm was badly 
burned in attempting to subdue the 
flames.

SUCCESS AT LAST, 


Gets A Bear After Many 


a Weary Tramp and 


Hunt. 


W,L, WHITE A VERY HAPPY MAN, 


His Trap Bears Fruit and a Plump 


Black Bear is Delivered at His 
.. Residence. Will Have His 


Rug. 


W. L. White of Meadow street has long 


desired a fur rag foe his parlor, and this 
desire could have been gratified long ago 
had it not been for the conditions set up 
by Mr. 'White himself. These conditions 
were that the rug should be made of a bear 
skin, that the bear should be captured by 
himself and that the process of tanning 
and manufacture should also be the work 
of his own hands. This was a very nice 
program, but it involved an important 
principle in the making of a rabbit stew, 
viz: 
First catch the rabbit. 


Consequently catching the bear was the 


first thing to be done. Mr. White assumed 
this task several years ago and has "hung 
to the binder" with a pertinacity which 
reveals an inexhaustible stock of energy 
and perseverance. Mr. White is foreman 
of H. T. Cady's shoe factory and does not 
have all the time there is in which to 
roam the mountains in search of boars. 
But it oaa be truthfully said that -what 
spare time he has had has been devoted 
to that pursuit. 
He has hunted and has 


endeavored to trap with pitfalls, deadfalls 
and nil other kinds of falls, but the crop 
of skunks that rewarded his efforts was 
by no means satisfactory. 
Bear be 


wanted and bear he was bound to have. 


He finally fell back on the old-fashioned 


steel bear-trap, which he sprinkled around 
on the Stamford mountains, taking HS a 
partner in the enterprise V7iilis Le»uro of 
Stamford. The two men traveled many 
weary miles through the fastnesses of tho 
Southern Vermont wilderness before suc- 
cess crowned their efforts, but at length 
their time of rejoicing came. Mr. Lesure 
found in one of the traps Thursday a 


[ plump young bear and dispatched him 
' with his rifle. The carcass was brought 
to Mr. White's home and the attainment 
of his long-cherished desire is only a 
question of time. The first and most 
important part of the program baa been 
enacted and Mr. White is truly happy. 


The bear weighed 146 pounds and the 


fur is extra good. It is black as jet and 
very thick and heavy. Mr. Lesure was 
offered $15 for the hide before leaving 
Stamford, but it would take many times 
that amount to buy it. It will be used by 
Mr. White as a rug. 


The state of Vermont will be allowed to 


remit the $16 which it offers for the head 
of every bear slaughtered within its limits, 
and while this will pay but a small frac- 
tion of the boot-tap bill which has been 
incurred, it will bo accepted gratefully on 
the principle that "every little helps.'1

Decimal Clocks. 


"The latest" ia clocks and watches Ig 


distinctly original. It comes from France. 
The suggestion ia th:it tha decimal system 
should be Hdoptcil for clocks and watches, 
bidding gooilby to our old friends 11 and 
13 o'clock ontiraly, and to divide tho faio 
of the clock into 10 instutid of IS sections. 
This Ej'stem H now usi'd fy the geograph- 
ical bureau of the Frcnrli army, and it is 
urged that it diminishes Use labor of cal- 
culation by two-thirds and lessens the 
chances of mithomutlcal error from four 
to one. Tho following is rn outline of tlio 
rules of the decimal system na applied to 
timepieces- 


"The day, from midnight to tho mid- 


night following, n to be divided into 100 
equal partq, kuown as 'cos 


was wanted, aud in a few minutes I 
was in a large, v, ell lighted machine 
ehoji. I might say this extensive plant 
was built and equipped by Frenoji engi- 
neers some 15 yeais ago. 


"The native foreman examined my 


tools with great interest and called in 
Eflvcral assistants. All looked puzzled 
and did not seem to know what they 
were for. Walking to >a drill press, I j 
took out the flat drill, and, after con- j 
eiderable packing around tbe shauk, 
succeeded in getting one of my taper 
shack Uvist drills to rnn fairly true in 
the spikdle.

PICTURE ON A HILL. 


The Long Mail of Wilmington, 


Blelsiu-ts 24O Feet. 


Abont midway between Berwick and 


Pologate stations, at a point where tho 
oide of tho hill is very precipitous, those 
who know exactly tho spot whoro to 
look will be able to pee from the rail- 
way carriage windows a smt of rudo 
imitation of the human form outlined 
in white. The figuie, whioli is between 
200 and 800 feet iu height, holds a long 
BtaS in eaoh hand. This is "tho Long 
Man of Wilmington," cnco the center 
9! profound veneration nud worship, 
bnt now merely nu object of interest to 
tho curious. 


Iu order to obtain an adequate idea of 


this great hillside figure, dominating 
the surrounding country and appearing 
to watch us guardian over the little vil- 
lage below, it is desirable to approach 
it afcot, tramping along Die %vinding 
lanes, as the pilgrims of r a. must have 
tramped when they caino Xthrr 011 the 
occasion oi some great religious festival. 
Seen fioin afar, the figure does not ap- 
peal to be of resiarliable size, but grad- 
ually, as one approaches the hill, it as- 
sumes au imposing and definite shape. 


The figure, about 340 feet in height, 


was merely shaped in the turf so as to 
allow the ohnir to appear through. In 
the course of time these depressions iu 
tLe surface became almobt impercepti- 
ble, 
and to snoh an extent was tho fig- 


ure neglected that at last it was only 
possible to make out the form at a dis- 
tance when the slight hollows wero 
marked by drifted snow or when tho 
oblique rays of the rising or setting sun, 
threw them into a deep ehadow. In or- 
der to preserve the form of the Long 
Man, 
and to render it at the same time 


easily distinguishable at n distance tho 
outline was marked by a single hue of 
white bricks placed closely together. 
The effect baa been to produce a some- 
what startliag figure, which is plainly 
visible iu Cue weather from a great dis- 
tance, 


There are in different parts of the 


country other examples of extremely 
rude and early hillside figures, and, al- 
though tho very fact of their groat an- 
tiquity renders it unlikely that histor- 
ical or documentary evidence \vill bo 
forthcoming aa to tbeir design or precise 
purpose, it is very satisfactory to find 
that ail explanation has been found 
which will at once account for many of 
their peculiarities. 


The theory is that these are sacrificial 


figures. Wo learn from tho writings of 
Caasar that tho Gauls (and tbo Biitous 
were doubtless included) hart figures of 
vast size, tho limbs tjf wlijyli, formed cf 
osiers, they fillej^ith living men. The 
figure was ultiii.'ntely fired, aud the 
miserable victims peris-lied in the fiarces. 


There is a local saying in Busses, 


probably of great antiquity, in which 
tbe Loiig Man iu mentioned m reference 
to the wtaihor.
